A SUNCION, Paraguay. Nov. 17 (AP). — Bolivia’s Pilco- 
mayo army collapsed today and seven Bolivian forts— 
the Hindenburg line of the Chaco war—fell into Para¬ 
guay’s hands. Wild, unrestrained rejoicing swept this capital 
as the news spread that Fort Ballivian, the stout outpost against 
which five successive waves of Paraguayan soldiers had beaten 
against only to fall back in bloody failure, had been taken. 
Many here were ready to predict that the two and one-half 
lyeara of bitter fighting for possession of the low, swampy 
Chaco boreal was nearly at an end. 

With the shattered remnants of 
the Bolivian forces In the Pllcomayo 
sector retreating northward along 
the only road left open to them— 
that following the banka of the 
river—reports reaching Asuncion 
said Paraguay had taken 10.000 pris¬ 
oners In the smashing victory, con¬ 
sidered the biggest of the war.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S BIRTHDAY 

Simple ceremonies in The Big House, within 
the palisades of Fort Langley. Inaugurated the 
Crown Colony of British Columbia on November 
19, 1858 Tomorrow that event will be celebrated 
by the Imperial Daughters of the Empire and by 
the Native Bona and Native Daughters of British 
Columbia It is fitting that It should be com¬ 
memorated each year, for apart from the installa¬ 
tion of James Douglas as governor, it signalized 
the coming into full force and effect In the terri¬ 
tory West of the Rocky Mountains, of British laws 
and Institutions. - 

British Columbia was, at the time, in the throes 
of a mighty gold rush. James Douglas, as 
Oovemor of Vancouver's Island, had assumed 
control over the territory on behalf of The Crown, 
without having legal right to do so. The meas¬ 
ures that he took were designed to protect the 
sovereignity of the country, and to preserve 
peace, not only amongst the horde of adventurers 
who flocked into the country In search of gold, 
but between the Indians and the newcomers. 
That he had acted wisely was testified to by his 
appointment to the governorship of the new 
colony, while retaining a similar position on Van¬ 
couver's Island. 

It was a‘wet November afternoon that saw 
British Columbia come Into being as a definite 
entity among the colonies of the Empire. Gover¬ 
nor Douglas, in his capacity as chief executive 
of Vancouver's Island, first administered the oath 
of office to Matthew Balllle Begbie, who had come 
from England to preside over the Supreme Court 
of the colony; and Begbie In that capacity, ad¬ 
ministered the oath to Douglas. Both were great 
men. and this province owes a great debt to them. 

It Is interesting to read a letter written the 
following year by Begbie. In commenting on the 
absence of serious crime In British Columbia he 
aaid: 

"Under Providence, this wonderful result, un- 
*»examplcd in the history new gold-mining 

the firmness of the Oovernor, and the unhesitat¬ 
ing sternness with which one of two 'difficulties’ 
have been met and punished.” 

Governor Douglas undertook a stupendous 
task when he accepted office. He and Judge 
Begbie wrote a chapter in the history of this 
province that Is unique. Their memories should 
remain green for all time. They received recog¬ 
nition for their services from their Sovereign, and 
an imperishable place in the annals of their 
adopted country. 


smugly and complacently in the belief that we 
are sufficient unto curselves. The term self- 
sufficiency Is a misnomer, for those who frame 
their lives on this doctrine are headed for rude 
shocks which they may have no resources to 
meet. Jhey have the shallowness which implies 
a lack of conviction in anything other than them¬ 
selves, and wlthbut convictions and Ideals they 
have no sure place anywhere. Self-sufficiency, 
indeed, implies lack of ordinary intelligence for 
where it obtains there can be no standard of 
moral values. The self-satisfied soul in every 
period of emergency is found wanting, above all 
else in character which is the ingredient to meet 
the storms and stresses of life. 

Self-sufficiency would imply that there Is 
little more to be learned of a way of living. 'There 
Is, however, no limit to the value or potentialities 
of selfhood, and there is all worth while to be 
learned by the soul that sets itself on the road 
to the City of God. Man's true satisfactions can 
only be won by intense and continuous striving 
after the light. On the path of achievement 
there must be acknowledgment of weakness, 
even of unworthiness, but in the task there 
}s the knowledge of the many mansions towards 
which the soul can progress in truth, purity and 
love. The self-satisfied soul has a cabined, 
cribbed and confined outlook on what Is deemed 
essential for happiness. The soul that aspires to 
the Kingdom of the Hereafter never rests con¬ 
tent until achievement wins its goal. It Is that 
soul, too, with all Its struggles, that has the. 
radiant confidence which self-sufficiency never 
can inspire. It has a source of infinite satisfac¬ 
tion since its reliance is based on the eternal 
triumph of good over evil. It Is that soul whose 
personality finds the truest expression of Its 
freedom. 


BUSINESS STANDARDS 


Until the report of the Royal Commission on 
mass buying and price* spreads has been written 
and placed before Parliament and thus becomes 
public property, it will be proper to refrain from 
public comment thereupon. It is a sound and 
sensible practice to withhold premature expres 
aion of opinion upon matters relating to persons 
and transactions which are still under the con¬ 
sideration of what Is of the nature of a legal 
tribunal. There is, however, no impropriety In 
saying that whatever may be the verdict of the 
commission, or of Parliament, upon the matters 
in hand the Bennett Government deserves great 
credit for its courage and wisdom in under¬ 
taking the investigation. Whatever the finding* 
of the commission may be there can be little doubt 
that as a result of Its labors the general level of 
mercantile ethical theory and practice will be 
raised. When the evidence is all in, and has been 
thoroughly sifted, some legislation may be ad¬ 
visable; but public opinion and the buying habits 
of the people at large are likely to exert a far 
greater influence on the conduct of business than 
mere legislative enactment.

Pisa has pro¬ 
duced a situation in peace appar¬ 
ently wholly unforeseen, and one 
which may prove impossible of 
solution, except through an inter¬ 
national body. Success or even par¬ 
tial success In auch peace work 
might well prove the precursor to 
success in dealing with war.

bump. 

Something, should be done about 
It. or we shall be spending more 
money in taking out ore than the 
ore is worth.

oneself Is a necessary concomitant of progress. 
In some form or other It is needed If we are to 
travel the hard highroad to the Journey’s end. 
for that discontent is the goad or spur to press 
onwards in a material sense. Complacency Is 
the virtue of weak minds. Those who are com¬ 
pletely satisfied with themselves and who believe 
in the unsatisfaction of everyone and everything 
else are the smug element in a world of change. 
They cannot understand why It must be that 
self has to be ruled very largely out of life if there 
are to be motives brought into play that reform 
and regenerate living. There Is po such thing as 
ultimate satisfaction in self-sufficiency. It is 
an idol with feet of clay. The quest after it ran 
be compared only to the task of Tantalus In his 
never-ending efforts to drink the water in which 
he was immersed, and his never-ending failure to 
quench his thirst. 

The chief official of one of England's muni¬ 
cipalities has sounded a note of policy which 
seems heterodox In these latter days. It Is ad¬ 
vocacy of the cultivation of the "Inferiority com¬ 
plex," of a "pessimistic outlook" of a "spirit of 
dissatisfaction.” This gospel is exaggerated, but 
in limited terms L not wholly devoid of virtue. It 
has in part the benediction of Holy Writ, wherein 
we are told "for at the first she will walk with 
him In crooked ways, and will bring fear and 
dread upon him, and torment him with her disci¬ 
pline. until she may trust his soul.” That is the 
way Wisdom trains thoae who place themselves 
under her guidance. The lady Mayoress had that 
thought In view when she advocated dissatis¬ 
faction with oneself. It is self-dlsclpllne that 
leads to the goal of self-command. It Is a dis¬ 
cipline which can never mean self-sufficiency. 

When the processes of self-satisfaction are 
being discussed It Is well to try and view them 
from the spiritual plane so as to show how utterly 
Inadequate that state of mind Is. All normal 
teaching U to the effect that the avenues of 
imagination and desire must be closely guarded. 
The things which defile a man proeeqd from his 
heart. His aim in life should be "to be delivered 
from all evil thoughts which may assault and 
hurt the soul.” Where there is self-sufficiency 
how can there be discipline of both soul and body 
that leads to being temperate In all things? Self- 
sufficiency cannot imply control of the springs 
of action and of motive. There Is a road of re 
pression that every soul must foUow if evil is to 
be starved out by the growth of good. The anti¬ 
dote to self-sufficiency lies in striving to see our 
selves as we really are in God’s sight. That is how 
Job saw himself, and the Book of Job is the 
supreme indictment against self-sufficiency. It 
la that vision, too, that made 8t. Paul describe 
himself as the chief of sinners. 

Whoever responds to the appeal of Divine Love 
always becomes humble about his own merits. 
Self-sufficiency, therefore, is inadequate to the 
exercise of the highest efforts in both the 
material and spiritual worlds. There must be dis¬ 
satisfaction if there are to be constantly renewed 
efforts tor the development of a higher nature. 
The power that makes for righteousness is one 
not of our eehres, but in ourselves through Divine 
action In the soul. It Is a matter of availing one¬ 
self of moral and spiritual energies, not resting

MINER* HOLD HOSTAGES 

Though the censorship allows no> 
details to seep through of what the, 

Foreign Legion and the Arab troops 
are doing, much space is devoted to 
the atrocities said to have been com-' 
mttted by the striking miners. They 
to be raping nuns and 
crucifying priests and burning 
churches. How they can do all this 
whan tha same papers report the 
miners hemmed in on ail side*, is a 
mystery. 

The miners have with them a 
number of prominent persons whom 
they keep as hostages, mayors of 
communes, members of Parliament, 
bishops, editors of Madrid news¬ 
papers. They sent out word that 
these persons have not been harmed 
yet, but if the armies are not called 
off, the hostages will be executed. 

In some villages, however, it is re¬ 
ported the priests are fighting with 
the miners on the barricades. 

Military tribunals throughout the 
country are working overtime. In 
Barcelona the death sentence was 
pronounced on forty-two Socialists, 
all of them newspaper editors, high 
school teachers, professors and In¬ 
tellectuals. but no execution has yet

MAJORITY RULE BAD 

"If the taste of the majority 
ruled, there would be no art,** he 
maintains. Had Beethoven com¬ 
posed what the people of hla time 
expected and wanted him to com¬ 
pose. there would today have been 
no Beethoven. It was a grave 
take for any state to allow children 
to listen to bad and cheap music. 
Bovs and girls needed their good 
dally aesthetic and ethical nourish¬ 
ment. Just as much as they needed 
their physical, nourishment. 

“In this connection. I should like 
to say that It is very much to the 
credit of those Canadian musicians 
who refuse to play for any radio 
companies who ask them to debase 
their art by giving cheap things to 
meet popular demand.

MUSIC IN EUROPE 

In Europe, where he spent the 
past Summer, Mr. de Kresz found 
music having quite s struggle finan¬ 
cially.

In spite of 
everything. It went on In the homes.

portant points of Influence in the 
development of a child's taste.

Of the two daughters, the elder, 
now fifteen, has no vestige of musi¬ 
cs 1 talent, according to her father. 
Educated in Toronto and Hungary 
(which Is his native land), she has 
quite a fund of other talent, how¬ 
ever; speaks perfect fiighah, Hun¬ 
garian and German, and a little 
French: writes poetry, composes 
marionette plays; Is very clever at 
irawlng and painting. The younger 
daughter, who is ten, is very musical, 
but the parents have as yet done 
nothing to force this talent. 

In reply to a question as to the 
tendencies of present • day musical 
' composition. Mr. de Kress said that 
was becoming more and 
differentiated, "psychologically more 
and more involved, getting away 
from formalism and reaching more 
. remote fields of spiritual experi¬ 
ence.” At the same time, he felt, 
with regret, that there was 
element of degeneration In the mod- 
; i era compositional tendency—a thing 
that was not Infrequently found In 
very high culture. But musicians 
should play these moderns, doing 
their best to select the things that 
would last. Personally he felt that 
Delius was among the really great 
modern composers whose work would 
live. Others whom he nsmed as 
having this eternal quality 
Debusaey. Ravel, Respighi, fitavln- 
sky and Bartoff. 

In Europe, this Summer, he 
newed his friendship with Dohnanyl. 
one of the most versatile musical 
geniuses of this feneration: com 
poser, whose recently - produce* 
opera. "The Veil of Pierrette,' 
exciting much attention; conductor 
of the Philharmonic Orchestra in 
Budapest; director of the radio: 
general director of the Franz Llzzi 
Academy of Music, and 
pianist of note. In 8alsburg he also 
met Clemence Kraus, oAino Walter 
and Baumgartner. 

When 1^ is translated Into Eng¬ 
lish. as It surely must be some day. 
Baumgartner's biography of Mocart 
should be In every musical library 
In this country.” Mr. de 
dared, in speaking of the director 
of the Moaartlum International 
Academy.

KOOTENAY BELLE 
HID GOOD RECORD 


With the delivery of power from 
the West Kootenty Power At Light 
Co., Ltd., the Hardinge Hadsel mill 
at the Kootenay Belie Oold Mines 
Limited, Sheep Creek, has been 
tuned up and is now ready for op¬ 
eration. says the latest report from 
the office. The tramway has been 
rebuilt for heavier duty, and milling 
will begin within the next two days. 
The present objective is to crush 
thirty-five tons of ore daily in two 
shifts.

Not all patients require pneumo¬ 
thorax. nor are all cases suitable 
for such treatment. For thoae cases 
which are selected after proper 
examinations and studies, there is 
no doubt that this form of treat¬ 
ment has revolutionised the out¬ 
look. The treatment must be main¬ 
tained by injections of air far 
months and possibly years. This 
does not mean that any less care is 
to be given as regards the other 
points of treatment. It does mean, 
however, that much can be done 
or cases that were considered hope- 
.ess; it speeds up recovery in many 
cases, lessens the chance of spread 
to the other lung, .reduces sputum 
and so minimizes the chance of 
spreading the disease, and. alto¬ 
gether, represents a great advance 
in the treatment of a disease which 
is still one of the most common 
and persistent enemies of mankind.

I T was no Radical regime, but the mild Liberaliim.o! Herbert 
Asquith's Government that started England in the business 
of insuring her workers against unemployment. That was 
in the quiet of 1911 and it fell to so thorough a Tory as Win¬ 
ston Churchill to announce the first British insurance scheme. 


ConaervoUve. not Labor. Govern¬ 
ment* have bee% In charge of the un¬ 
employment fund during most of the 
years of it* steady development 
until It is close to the core of 
Orest Britain ■ heme policy. It may 
be supposed to be the pressure of 
circumstance* in an old industrial 
community, rather than any particu¬ 
lar philosophy, that ha* gradually 
brought England to her present 
comprehensive care of her indus¬ 
trial unemployed. 

Beginning with a little over 2,000 - 
000 workers in a few of the heavy 
industries, unemployment insurance 
has been extended to cover now 
nearly 13 . 000.000 workers, and to in¬ 
clude nearly ail occupations outside 
farming and home work. 

REBUILDING FI NDS 
England has felt her way in this 
social security held and has received 
some bumps In the process. Hrr ex¬ 
perience with unemployment insur¬ 
ance has had its ups and downs, onr 
of the downs reaching all the wajr 
to eollapae of the fund under a bur¬ 
den that It was never intended to 
Successive Governments of all 


over 2,000,000. or rather more than 
one In six are unemployed. Bene¬ 
fits are paid according to the de¬ 
pendents of the unemployed worker. 
A single man would get about M a 
week, and a married man with four 
children about M a week. These 
rates are rather below the welfare 
scale of payments in Massachusetts 
and decidedly below the ERA 
for work relief. But living 
standards are not absolutely com 
parable In the two countries. The 
insurance does not apply to persons 
earning above 11.200 a year.

They are interesting, direct, 
practical, as Is the journalistic fash¬ 
ion. but they are also well-grounded 
in thought, some cf them distinctly 
scholarly, some have an elevated 
spiritual tone, all are written in good 
and come in choice English.

It must be to the 
advantage of the turf to have ap¬ 
prentice races and to have as many 
Jockeys as possible; the more Jock¬ 
eys the less chance of wrongdoing 
Trainers try to get the best class of 
qgys in their stables, and when the 
boys have been In the stable for two 
or three years they naturally ask 
When am I to get a ride in a race?’’ 
There could be apprentice races put 
on during the whole racing season 
which would give great encourage¬ 
ment to young Jockeys. This year 
there were many apprentice lads 
who were not fortunate enough in 
getting a mount. By putting on dis¬ 
tance races to be ridden by appren¬ 
tices. It would enable these young¬ 
sters to gain more confidence tit the 
saddle, to gain more knowledge of 
pace, position and riding a finish, 
than the sprint races, where they 
would be liable to be Jammed at 
the turns or pocketed by experi¬ 
enced Jockeys.

In brief, it is proposed to reduce 
the plants operating by 25 per cent.

The total sum required is 
about $10,000,000. 

The plan provides for a board 
which will have power to levy pen¬ 
alties on recalcitrant mill owners. 

These powers, of course, will have 
to be conferred by legislation, and 
to obtain this the consent of 00 
per cent of the industry is required. 

Another part of the scheme, also 
to be enforceable by legislation, 
empowers a trade committee to in¬ 
stitute a quota system of producion 
and regulations for the prevention 
of sales below coet price.

Artistic Enthusiasts 

'T'HIS organization is the Pictorial Photo- 
graphers of Victoria, composed of some 
twenty-two artistic enthusiasts, who spare 
neither time, patience nor money to record 
the beautiful, the unique and the outstanding 
feature of Nature and of mankind. Some ex¬ 
amples of the work of members appear on this 
page, within the limitations of newspaper re¬ 
production. 

The Pictorial Photographers of Victoria are 
the Inheritors of the enthusiasms, the aims 
and the purposes of an earlier organization, 
who. in the days before the Great War called 
to so many to leave the province In the service 
of Empire, did a great work. This pioneer 
band of artists formed, in 1900, The Victoria 
Photographic Society consisting of both pro-

Those days of thirty-four years ago were 
witnessing the coming Into vogue of 111ms. as 
opposed to plates. Otfd-tlme photographers 
will recall tlie difficulties of developing those 
early type of films, that persisted in curling 
into all sorts and varieties of shapes and forms 
in the dark room. And when the work of de¬ 
veloping had been accomplished positives 
were made on blue prints, gum prints, Day- 
lite paper and gas-light papers that required 
long exposure. But some remarkably fine work 
was done in those days, and prints of the 
time still may be found maintaining a fresh¬ 
ness and texture that compares favorably 
with those of the present day. 

Pioneer Members 

a m EMBERS of the club could be 

carrying their heavy cameras and tri¬ 
pods, hiking over the trails and gravel high¬ 
ways in the vicinity of Victoria on their 
weekly excursions to picture and record the 
beauties of the day Numbered among those 
who were active in the pioneer society were; 
Walter 8 Chambers, Oregon Hastings, C. W. 


Hollyer, the late J. Savannah, the late J. 
Maynard. 8tewart Manuel, Charles Lombard, 
the late P. Dun das Todd and A. R. Colby, who 
was the active secretary of the organisation. 
The society continued in operation for fifteen 
years, and during tfiat decade and a half held 
some notable exhibitions, and accomplished 
a great deal to advance the art of photography 
in Victoria. 

The present organization was formed in 
June of last year by a group of seven amateur 
photographers, brought together for mutual 
Improvement in their favored form of art 
They decided to band themselves together as 
The Victoria Camera Club, and not only as¬ 
sist each other in Improving their under¬ 
standing of the technique of photography, but 
to hold exhibitions of the work produced. 

Shortly after the organization of the club 
two of the original and most enthusiastic 
originators of the movement moved away. 
These men, W. T. Thome and A. E. Kidd, both 
went to Vancouver and there continued their 
^nuftruclive endeavors by taking an active 
part in the formation of a similar club in the 
Terminal City. Their places were taken in 
the Victoria club by others, and the scope of 
the society was enlarged, and the name was 
changed to its present form of The Pictorial 
Photographers of Victoria, it being felt that 
this expressed more clearly and definitely the 
ideas and aims of the organization. 

Objects of Association 

*T*HE objects of the Pictorial Photographers 
may be summarised as: The promotion 
of self improvement among its members, and 
advancement of the interests of photography 
generally; promotion of friendly intercourse 
with and the development among the public 
of a good opinion in regard to the value and 
importance of photography in the cultural life 
of the community. 

Present officers of the organization are: 
PwfiaehC WT If. Muirhead; vice-president, 
J K Hodges; secretary, R. L. Colby. 

The zest and enterprise with which the 
members of the club have gone about their 
work may be Judged from the fact that in 
addition to a number of private exhibitions, 
they have arranged excellent displays at the 
1933 and 1934 Pall fair at the Willows, where 
the artistry and technique of the prints drew 
praise and commanded attention. 

Plans are already under way, with the co¬ 
operation of Manager W. H. Meama, for a 
more ambitious showing at the next provin¬ 
cial exhibition. This will include pictures 
from Vancouver and New Westminster as 
.well, for there is nothing jau-otjiial or narrow 
about the viewpoint of the group. Members 
are anxious to obtain the best possible pic¬ 
tures, not only for comparison, but that they 
miy study—and the public may study—the 
values and composition of superior work. 
Moreover, the plans call for the photographic 
section to be open for entry of prints from 
any photographer, whether identified with the 
club^r not. The officials U The Victoria Pic¬ 


torial Photographers of Victoria feel that such 
an exhibition will not only provide them with 
an opportunity of studying the work of 
others, but will widen their acquaintance of 
those who are interested in the art and put 
them in touch with earnest photographers 
who may become affiliated to the mutual ad¬ 
vantage of alL • 

In Permanent Quarter* 

A T the ouset, the club held its meetings 
^**at the homes of the members, but as the 
organization Increased in strength this was 
found to be inconvenient, so permanent quar¬ 
ters were secured at the Empress Hotel. While 
it was easy to arrange private house meetings 
of six or seven enthusiasts In the formative 
period, the Increase in membership by more 
than three hundred per cent in a little more 
than a year made it imperative . that more 
commodious rooms be secured, which would 
permit of even greater expansion. Con¬ 
sequently the move was made to the Empress 
Hotel. 

Since the club started, in addition to the 
exhibitions already referred to, and the 
private showings by members, there have been 
two exceptionally fine salons featuring the 
work of individuals—J. K Hodges and J. 
Grant. + , 

At every monthly meeting of the club each 
member Is required to submit a print from a 
picture taken according to pre arrangement 
These monthly membership exhibitions are 
regarded very highly, not only as providing 
evidence of improvement in technique, but as 
an incentive to application and Industry. 
Some exceptionally fine prints of scenic 
views and of portraiture are shown. 

. The club considers that it was fortunate in 
being able to secure for exhibition here re¬ 
cently the traveling salon of the Camera 
Craft of 8an Francisco Included among the 
fine pictures were many of note, one particu¬ 
larly. from the camera of H F. Kells, of Ot¬ 
tawa. which has International reputation, 
having been exhibited in London and in other 
countries. • 

A Traveling Salon 

'T'HE Pictorial Photographers of Victoria, 
last April, Initiated the idea of forming g 
traveling salon in Canada. The proposal 
originated with J. Grant, who pointed out the 
value of an Interchange of prints throughout 
the Dominion The Jtjpal organization has 
also been instrumental in Starting the move¬ 
ment for a federation of Canadian camera 
clubs along the lines of the Royal Photog¬ 
raphy Society of Great Britain. 

The oldest camera club in Canada is that of 
Toronto, which was formed In IMS.

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Selective Logging on Vancouver Island

U P in the Mount Benson area, vest of 
Nanaimo, amazing developments in 
logging are taking place, developments 
which will go far towards revitalizing the 
whole lumber industry in the Coast region of 
British Columbia. In a stand of timber typi¬ 
cal of a large portion of Vancouver Island, 
situated twelve miles from the booming ground 
and at anvelevatlon of two thousand feet above 
sea level. Messrs. Buck A Turner are logging 
selectively with tractors on a paying basis. 
Not only are the young trees left standing and 
the beauty of the landscape scarcely impaired, 
but the operators are realizing returns not 
deemed possible under existing conditions. 
Moreover, these profits are being made in a 
tract of timbei that could not have been eco¬ 
nomically developed by conventional methods 
of donkey logging 

Under the prevailing methods of overhead 
logging, clear cutting Is necessary; that is, 
however much the logger may desire to leave 
standing the trees in inferior grades and un¬ 
marketable species, he is forced to destroy all 
Umber whether or not it Is taken out. ki a 
stand such as that in which the B. A T. are 
logging, carrying a large percentage of cedar 
and second growth, there is only a limited 
amount of timber of commercial value at the 
present time. Cedar has been a drug on the 
market all year, and last Spring there were no 
less than 130 million board feet of this species 
in the water, so it is that only by employing 
logging methods which permit the selection of 
Individual trees is-it feasible to profitably de¬ 
velop such an area. By felling only selected 
timber and snaking the logs through the woods 
with tractors, only the high value timber is 
handled and the remainder is left standing, to 
be logged when prices warrant. This is true 
economy. 

Startling Comparison 

C LIMBINO out of Nanaimo on the road to 
Mount Benson, one Is struck by the 
devastation which meets the eye on every 
hand. The vast sweep of barren logged-over 
lands, strewn with down timber and dotted 
with charred stumps, presents a depressing 
picture. These areas were logged in bygone 
days by the hlgh-lead method, and testify to 
the desQlaUon resulting from that system. 

As the road flattens out and enters the green 
timber left standing In the wake of B. A T. 
loggers, it is difficult to realise that one Is 
passing through woods already logged. The 
contrast is so striking that only by observing 
the fresh stumps and narrow tractor roads 
zig-zagging between the trees on either side. 


a "bull-doaer" at roughly one-fifth the cost of 
building the usual logging railroad, the logs 
are hauled by truck to Departure Bay. This 
comparaUvely,new means for log transporta¬ 
tion Is but a further development In the trend 
to flexibility. As the tractor does away with 
the rigid set-up consequent upon the employ¬ 
ment of .stationary donkey equipment, so the 
truck eliminates to a great extent the rigidity 
occasioned by the large locomotives and rail¬ 
road cars. Trucks, on the landlng-to-water 
haul, and tractors on the stump-to-landing 
phase, present taro units of equipment in inter¬ 
dependent operations that are readily adjusted 
each to the other. 

Methods Art Simple 

T HE methods employed on the B. A T. 

“show” are a revelation in simplicity. 
First, the select timber is felled and bucked, 
great care being exercised in the operation 
that breakage may be kept at a minimum, and 
a tractor load of 3,000-4^000 board feet made 
up by meant of a cable and drum on the back 
ot the machine, which leads the logs into place. 
The forward end of the load rests on an eight 
by eight metal pan. drawn behind the tractor, 
which prevents the logs gouging the pathway. 
;n* Jpgs are then snaked through the bush t* 
a wide dirt landing and deposited, being 
hoisted onto the waiting trucks by means of a 
small gas loader. , 

After the first cut of select Umber has been 
removed from the woods, the same ground is 
worked over a second or third time, until all 
that timber which can be handled economi¬ 
cally is removed, and the trees from which no 
profit is to be gleaned are left standing. 

At a time when British Columbians generally 
are becoming acutely conscious of the fact that 
our Umber is becoming seriously depleted, and 
that exploitation Is not nearly so profitable as 
it used to be. the favorable showing of any 
operation logging selecUvely is most opportune. 
Only by the widespread adopUon of this 
method can we forego a serious hiatus In the 
ready supply of merchantable timber. By this 
means the forest is enabled not only to repro¬ 
duce, but to yield a high grade product in per¬ 
petuity. The Umber is harvested as it matures, 
not before. Every road such as that through 
the B. A T. operation will conUnue to possess 
scenic value, and may be used over and over 
for Industrial purposes as each successive age- 
class of timber matures for cutUng. This Is 
a big step towards management of the forest 
on a sustained yield basis. 



sits ted by the use of conventional donkey 
equipment. Where comparisons have been 
possible, both here and in the Unled 8tates, 
on areas suitable for tractor logging, the re¬ 
turns per thousand board feet from this method 
have been on the average one-third greater 
than from that of the donkey variety. 

Two yean ago Messrs. Buck A Turner toak 
over a small stand of scattered Umber aban¬ 
doned on a high-lead operation, and logged at 
a profit with tractors Umber which could not 
be economically removed by the high-fead 
when that unit was on the ground. This bears 
out the findings arrived at elsewhere to the 
effect that the tractor is more economical than 
the large sta t ion ar y unit even when employed 
in the practice of clear cutting to which the 
latter is limited. Consequently, with the added 
advantage of logging only selected Umber of 
high value, impossible with donkey equipment, 
the margin of value in favor of tractors may 
be considerable.

Many Study the System 

L AST Summer, the present operation con¬ 
ducted by the B A T. was visited by the 
Wncouver Board of Trade. This body, like 
aU others whp are sensible to, the gradusl mi¬ 
gration of the lumber industry from region to 
region as the supply dwindles, are eoocemed 
with the future for wood-using industries in 
this part of the world. As ail who have visited 
the Nanaimo operation, they were greatly im¬ 
pressed with the possiblitles in this "new" 
method of logging, which is really as old as 
the bull-team. The tractor is merely the me¬ 
chanical counterpart of that natural means 
for log transportation. 

Logging auperintendents from many of the 
large operations have alio visited, tha B. A T. 
•show," so that selecUve logging bids fair to 
become more general. It is only a question 
of time until its many advantages become bet¬ 
ter understood, but, unfortunately, time is im¬ 
portant. 

Mr. Buck, who has been superintendent for 
the Bloedel, Canadian Robert Dollar, Oreat 
Central. Nanaimo Lumber and Campbell River 
Timber companies, and whose views command 
the attenUon of loggers everywhere, puts the 
case for selective logging thus; 

"After having worked with all other systems 
for over twenty years—skidroad, ground-lead 
and hlgh-lead—and hiving now used the trac¬ 
tor method for the past five years. I feel abso¬ 
lutely convinced that a great deal of the tim¬ 
ber we now have left standing, especially on

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FIVE MILLION LIVES AT STAKE 


The statesman's life was safe. England was 
safe from the grave risk of war.

T HE Serajevo Incident has become a bye- 
word in history. In its original form 
the crime was simply murder by a 
couple of crazed assassins; its result was 
the greatest catastrophe the world has ever 
known. Some years ago. there was an attempt 
to repeat that Incident—or something, at least, 
which might have had as bad or worse results 
—In England. Police precautions nipped the 
evil plot kTthe bud. and so another world 
war was averted. 

To all those who believe that many crimes 
are largely the result of official imagination, I 
would point to the political history of the 
world In the present century. Eight reigning 
European royalties and one American Presi¬ 
dent have been murdered in cold blood Six 
great nations have seen their Kings fly for 
their lives, and have come under the iron heel 
of Communism for a longer or shorter period. 
Had the anarchist plot of which I am now 
v riling proved successful, who knows but that 
the reverberations might not in. in the end. 
have also brought Oreat Britain to some such 
pass? 

A certain foreign statesman came on a semi¬ 
official visit to England. He is a great man— 
a giant born to meet troublous times. He goes 
in daily risk of assassination, and laughs at 
the possibility. In his own country he can 
afford to laugh, perhaps, because he Is so uni¬ 
versally adored that it would be suicide for 
anyone to raise a finger against him. But in 
sleepy ftigland. U was supposed, the crooked 
path of the political murderer would be both 
safer and easier. 

There was another reason why it was de¬ 
cided that this famous man should be assas¬ 
sinated in England. It is a fact known to 
every detective the world over that there exists 
a body of men, not organized or even knowing 
each other, and of different nations and 
tongues, whose destiny and interest it is to 
keep the Fiery Cross of Anarchy smouldering. 
Some of them are financiers with golden axes 
to grind; some art fanatics who propose to 
destroy the world and build a sort of neaven 
from its ruins; some are professional soldiers 
who have forgotten their nation, whose only 
hope of riches and fame Is In war. 


Oreat Britain. Impossible? Well, remember 
Serajevo! 

I took all the usual precautions. Docens ot 
suspected persons in England were placed un¬ 
der close surveillance, unknown to themselves. 
Sometimes it amuses me to think how our na¬ 
tional reputation for sleepiness is useful in 
police work. It would esuse certain people, 
both famous and undistinguished, amazement 
if they knew that even their most trivial ac¬ 
tions were kept under surveillance by the un¬ 
sleeping eye of Scotland Yard. 


Port Carefully Watched 


T HE port at which this statesman landed 
4 *as first submitted to a careful search. 
Officers loitered about the streets in civilian 
clothes. Public-house gossip, waterside rumor, 
lodging-house chat—nil were sifted, weighed, 
and tested by some of the keenest brains in 
the country. These reports were sent to me. 

The line by which he was to travel to Lon¬ 
don was pretty safe—our railways are the 
finest and most unostentatious in the world, 
and take their own precautions to prevent 
passengers from suffering annoyance (or 
assassination! > en route. Nevertheless, a pilot 
engine was provided to travel ahead of the 
statesman's train and make sure of safety. 
Experienced detectives were told off to travel 
on the train itself. 

Extra police were drafted to guard the Lon¬ 
don terminus where the foreign visitor ar¬ 
rived. and 8peclal Branch men moved among 
the crowds gathered to give the guest an Eng¬ 
lish welcome.

Watching for Visitors 

W HILE I was waiting there another man 
entered the street. He war—or rather 
looked like—a tired out-of-work, but I knew 
him as # a colleague of some fame In North 
London. He saw me as 1 stood tn the alley, 
and turned slowly into It. He had received my 
message from the taxi driver, and was now- 
armed with a search warrant in case tt was 
necessary to look over the house. 

We were talking things over when the door 
of the house in question opened, and a man 
came out. He w as not one of the four I had 
seen enter, but a wild-eyed, unkempt, slouch¬ 
ing man of distinctly foreign appearance. He 
looked as if he were a dilapidated compatriot 
of the statesman we were guarding, and whose 
train was now on its way to London. Being 
fairly experienced in such cases, my colleague 
and 1 whispered one word simultaneously. 
* Cocaine I" 

The man hurrying feverishly down the 
street bore all the marks cf a drug addict. 
Now the plot became reasonably clear. The 
feur conspirators had arranged to meet this 
man. who was doubtless a tool of their asso¬ 
ciates over here, and who had been primed 
with a little cocainr. They had probably told 
him that the visiting statesman must be assas¬ 
sinated. in the name of liberty, and that he 
would not receive any more cocaine till the 
deed'was done. Inhuman? Any police officer 
will tell you that political murderers usually 
work this way if they can The youths at 
Serajevo were cocaine addicts. ^ A threat of 
"No more snow!" is a powerful, irresistible

I have 
had to deal with a number of them In my 
time, and never met one whom I could respect. 
With spies it it a different matter. One. at 
Wait. whom I sent to his death. I admired as 
a brave man and a gentleman, who would 
never have soiled his hands with such work as 
was planned by the quartette of whom I have 
to!d you ip this story.

A MIXTURE of gravel and alack dumped

When the Crees 
saw what they believed to be a medicine stone 
thtir rout was complete. In droves they 
plunged into the Belly River in a desperate 
attempt to escape the fury of the Blackfeet 
For many years miraculous powers were at¬ 
tributed to the stone and Indians j>rought 
pieces of clothing from sick friends hoping for 
a cure for the patient southern Albertans 
plan to preserve the stone In preparation for 
the time when the Belly River bottom, where 
it new rests, may be tranrformed into a city 
park. 


T HE North Transept of Westminster 
Abbey is the resting place of so many 
Illustrious st at es m en that this section 
of the historic building has been given the 
name of "Statesmens Corner." and a survey 
of Its imposing array of statues, memorials 
and monuments conjure up reminiscences of 
some of the grestect events in the political 
history of the British Empire during the past 
two centuries. 

William Pitt, the "Oreat Commoner," after¬ 
wards Earl of Chatham, and his son, William 
Pitt, the Younger, rest in the same grave in 
tv centre of the transept. The political 
careers of both father and son are remarkable 
for their magnificent record of patriotic 
achievement and the speedy rise to power of 
the second Pitt was phenomenal. Entering 
Parliament at the age of twenty-one. he was 
appointed to the important office of Chancel¬ 
lor of the Exchequer two years later, and at 
the early age of twenty-one he became Prime 
Minister and remained in power for seventeen 
years. , 

During the time that the two Pitts were 
Premiers of Britain the country was passing 
through a aeries of the most memorable crises 
in her history. The taking of Canada from 
Prance, the conquest of India. The American 
War of Independence, the Irish Rebellion of 
1799 the abolition of the slave trade, the 
French Revolution, the ambitious scheming 
(tf Nspolean Buonaparte for world power and 
the ever-present menace of the Motherland 
being Invaded by the French were all epoch¬ 
marking events, which brought in their train 
vital problems for these two men to solve, and 
it was mainly due to their wonderful fore¬ 
sight and wise administration that the coun¬ 
try emerged from her period of trial and peril 
greater and stronger, in many respects, than 
ever before in her history. 


First Jewish Premier 

B ENJAMI N ptsraeli, Earl of Bea coe ufleld, 
is buried in the churchyard at Hughenden. 
but Ms statue stands besides that of his life¬ 
long rival. Mr. Gladstone, in statesmen's 
Comer. Beacon&field was the first and only 
Jewish premier of Britain, and was the 
favorite statesman of Queen Victoria, whom 
he invested with the title of Empress of India, 
and he is possibly more widely and more af¬ 
fectionately remembered than any other 
statesman of her record reign, while in the 
Motherland he will always be regarded as the 
regenerator and representative of Imperialism 
Nearby is a statue of another famous Vic¬ 
torian Premier, Sir Robert Peel, who was re¬ 
sponsible for the founding of the London Police 
Force, a fact which resulted In policemen re¬ 
ceiving the nicknames of "Bobbies ‘ and "Peel¬ 
ers." 


Side by side stand statues of the two 
Cannings—George Canning, who was Prime 
Minister in the early days of kuK century, and 
his son. Charles John Canning, who wi 
emor-Oeneral of India in the dark daT» of 




Canning family. Lord Stratford de Red.lyffe. N 
who was British Ambassador at tha Turkish 
Court in Constantinople during the Crimean 
War. is also commemorated by a statue, and 
a similar tribute is paid to the memory of 8ir 
John Malcolm, one of our great Indian admin¬ 
istrators. He and his two brothers were the 
sons of a poor fanner, and they all rose to 
high positions in the service of the 8Ute and 
were all honored with knighthoods. 


Great Political Rival 

C LOSE to the resting place of William Pitt 
the Younger lie the remains of Ma great 
political rival—Charles James Pox. who died 
In the same year as himself. 1905. and it was 
the proximity of these two graves which 
prompted Sir Walter Scott to write the lines: 


"Drop on Fox's grave the tear 
T*iU trickle to his rival s bier."

Magnificent Monument 

O NE of the most magnificent monument* 
in the Abbey stands above the tomb ol 
‘'William Cavendish, the first Duke of New¬ 
castle. who was one of the most prominent 
and the weallMesl supporters of Charles T 
during the Oreat Civil War. He commanded, 
and maintained, at his own expense, the 
Royalist army in the North of England and 
expended over a million pounds in the cause 
cf his ill-fated monarch A few feet sway ii 
the resting place of another Duke of New¬ 
castle. John Holies, who was one of the lead¬ 
ing statesmen in the reign of Queen Anne. 

A colossal monument to the Earl of Chatham 
overlooks his grave, but owi ng,to lac k of spa ce 
in the Transept the memorials to William PiU 
the Younger and Charles James Fox have 
been placed In the Nave of the Abbey, one of 
the many instances ;n which a man's resting 
place and his memorial are to be found In far 
separated sections of the sacred edifice

T HERE seems no doubt that the oldest 
public school is Winchester College, or, 
as it is called in the charter of its foundation. 
The 8ainte Marie College of Wynchestre. The 
school was established in the year 1387 by Wil¬ 
liam of Wykrham, who was appointed Bishop 
of Winchester in 1346. He resigned the see 
in 1371. to devote himself to what he consid¬ 
ered more useful work, such as the founda¬ 
tion of Winchester College and New College.

There are many men In Victoria who have 
been educated in one or other of these very 
old schools. In "Tom Brown at Rugby” you 
have a picture of the life of boys in one of 
the most famous of these schools when the 
great schoolmaster, Dr. Thomas Arnold, taught 
there.

In monotonous 
employments, in sickness or sleeplessness, 
happy is the person into whose memory there 
comes verses from some of the great poets 
—ballads, hymns or lyrics. We all know the 
story of Wolfe reciting the words of Oray's 
"Elegy” on the eve of the Battle of Abraham. 
It would be long to tell how many lesser minds 
have been soothed and Inspired by these im¬ 
mortal lines. 

The mother or father who teaches the little 
one how the little pig went to market or the 
story of the cow that Jumped over the moon 
may be beginning to store the memory with 
melodious verse. 

The taste, once acquired, can be cultivated 
satisfied in school if teachers will only 
the trouble. in* these days there is no 
lack of verses suitable to children. The only 
danger is that the “tasks” will be too easy. 
The time will oome when great poems should 
be learned, but th* trained mind will not And 
these hard.

Birds and Live Wires 

I T does not often happeg that a single small 
bird will suffer from using a live wire as 
a perching place. 

When small birds are killed they are nearly 
always electrocuted to pairs.

First Ever Entered 

T HE Black Leghorns, Mrs. E. C. Lambert s 
entry, was the first Black Leghorns ever 
entered In any contest In Canada. They at¬ 
tracted considerable attention. How Mrs. 
Lambert first became interested in Black 
Leghorns is told by herself 
• Looking through an English paper In 1930. 
I read where the crossbred bird was very 
popular In that country. Later on, I read an 
article on cross breeding In an American 


poultry paper. I also read where a Black 
Leghorn crossed with a Barred Rock would 
produce sex-linked chickens, and as I was 
looking for something to cross with my Barred 
Rocks I favored the Black Leghorns, as I 
preferred a light male bird crossed with a 
heavy hen to produce quick feathering and 
early maturing in the offspring. 

The next difficulty was to get a good egg 
strain Black Leghorn. At that time I was 
subscribing to the moat popular American 
poultry papers, but did not discover any Black 
Leghorns nearer to British Columbia than the 
last of America. Finally I decided to send 
to England for a sitting of eggs. 1 sent to 
two different breeders. One sitting arrived 
by parcel post and this I put under a hen but 
failed to get any -results. The other sitting' 
from the other breeder came by express- 
all pedigreed eggs which must have coat this 
breeder much more money than I sent for the 
sitting. These eggs were put in an Incuba¬ 
tor. I hatched four chicks, three cockerels 
and one pullet. I reared all these to ma¬ 
turity but as fate would have it the pullet 
died before she had laid an egg. The cock¬ 
erels were used with my Barred Rocks and 
gave excellent results. 

Imported Pen of Four 

((xyrHIllk I was experimenting with these 
W I sent to the latter breeder for a pen 
of three hens (trapneated) and a cockersL 
These arrived in good condition. From this 
breeding pen I incubated or set every egg. 
The fertility was good but the hatchablllty 
was not so good. Then, after 1 had got off¬ 
spring from this pen I found that the stand¬ 
ard qualifications In England were not the 
same as In America. This caused me quite a 
lot of worry and made me almost gtve up. but 
I had such a demand for the crossbred pul¬ 
lets I deckled to go on and eventually had 
another pen from Qigland. This time two 
hens (trapneated) and a cockerel. Thu pen 
arrived In good condition. 

“One hen laid a day after arrival and the

described u an ugly bird, but results count 
and I have six of his pullets that have laid 
ovKr 289 eggs. Thb«*fg size of these h^|- 
to quote the R.O P. Ina p er tt* w as outstanj- $ 
ing. I have now twelve pullets that have laid 
over 200 eggs and Intend importing some more 
cockerels this 8prlng. 

“My one ambition since I started with this 
breed was tb get them under R.O P. and put 
a pen in the contest. It has been, and sUU 
Is, uphill work to Import from England a 
comparatively new breed to British Columbia, 
as qualifications make it difficult. But the 
Work u very intending, and when one is 
getting results it la worth all the trouble/*

How to Select Pullets 
for Heavy Winter 
Egg Production 

C ERTAIN well-defined visible characteris¬ 
tics indicate more or leas the possibilities 
of a range pullet as an egg producer. Although 
there la no definite rule in a large farm flock 
which one can follow where no trap nesting 
haa been done, the securing of a high-produc¬ 
ing flock depends more on selection by indi¬ 
viduality and on certain known factors which 
have a co-relationship with egg production. 
These same factors put into practice by the 
fanner or poultry man have resulted In a 
marked increase In average egg production for 
the flock, the Increase or rise in production 
taking piece in the late Pall and early Winter 
months when the prices of eggs as a rule 
reach their peak. Consequently the flock of 
poultry becomes quite a profitable enterprise. 

Laying ability la possibly indicated more 
reliably by the head than by any other part 
of a bird’s anatomy. The head reveals health, 
constitutional vigor, femininity, refinement, 
coarseness, broodiness and age. The head of 
a good layer should be fairly refined, clean 
cut, and with a prominent eye. Coarse heads 
Indicate beeflness and broodiness, whereas 
overly refined heads denote Insufficient 
strength to stand up under continuous strain 
of heavy production. 

Correlated Factors 

E ARLY maturity and closely feathered birds 
are also correlated with heavy egg pro¬ 
duction. The age at which pullets begin to 
lay depends to some extent upon the feeding 
and management they receive during the 
growing aason. Prom trap neat records made 
by Barred Plymouth Rocks at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Rosthem, of a flock of 
pullets of the same age which received the 
same care and feeding throughout the Sum¬ 
mer. those that laid first were the best layers 
and the moat profitable, as they had heavy 
production and good egg weights when the 
price of eggs was high. 

Select the pullets to put in the laying house 
In the Pall on the basis of good body weight, 
vigor and ample body capacity. 

Pullets which make alow growth and are 
late in feathering or which show standard 
disqualifications should be culled m the grow¬ 
ing period and marketed. 

Oood selective breeding from generations 
of heavy egg laying ancestry lessens the ne¬ 
cessity of culling. 


New Methods of Con¬ 
trolling Northern 
Fowl Mites 

E xperimental work on the control of 
the northern fowl mite on poultry, on 
the perches, and In pens and houses at Mac¬ 
donald College, has shown that a mixture of 


parts haa given 100 per cent control on birds 
and on perches. The naphthalene should be 
thoroughly ground up in order to facilitate 
mixing and application, and then stirred into 
the vaseline. A small amount was applied on 
the birds around the tail wheqp the miles in¬ 
variably congregate. The perches were also 
treated, but In this ease none of the mixture 
was placed upon the birds. Repeated tests 
have been made and all have been thoroughly 
satisfactory. 

Dichloride and vaseline, In the same pro¬ 
portions, have also given satisfactory results. 
There are, however, two points In connection 
with the use of dichlorlde which makes It 
less desirable than naphthalene, namely, it 
costs more and tends to liquify the vaseline 
This makes the application more difficult For 
some time, black leaf 40 (nicotine sulphate) 
has been used on perches in the control of 
the northern fowl mite, but comparative testa 
in the laboratory Indicate that its action la 
slower than either that of naphthalene or di¬ 
chlorlde. and where a large area Is to be cov¬ 
ered its cost Is considerable. 


While the chrysanthemum Is a native of

Standardizing Descriptive 
Terms for the Various 
Grasses and Plants 

T HE difficulty of standardising descriptive 
terms In the surveys of the various grasses 
and plants of the British Empire and other 
countries Is a rather formidable task. It is 
almost Impossible, says the Imperial Economic 
Committee's twenty-seventh ifport on grass¬ 
land seeds, to avoid such terms as “persist 
tent/* ‘ leafy,** “hardy” and the like, some of 
which do not always mean the same thing. 

In Australia, for example, a hardy strain 
means a strain capable of resisting extremes 
of beat. In Canada, on the other hand, the 
term denotes a strain capable of resisting ex¬ 
tremes of cold. In both countries it connotes 
drought resistance. In respect of temperature, 
however, the term 1* used with opposite mean* 
Ing? Again, in Canada Winter hardiness 
means ability to resist dry cold or snow. In 
the United Kingdom it means ability to resist 
wet cold. Strains that are “Winter hardy” In 
the United Kingdom will not necessarily be 
“Winter hardy- in Canada. On the other 
hand, a red clover that resists the Canadian 
or Russian Winter by drawing the crown 
under the soil to keep it warm, in doing so 
under conditions in Oreat Britain falls to sur¬ 
vive the wet Winter against which the native 
Aperies keeps the crown above ground 


A 8TEEP bank In the garden Is often 
somewhat of a problem, particularly 
when it is situated close to the dwell¬ 
ing house, says a writer in Amateur Garden¬ 
ing. To cover it with turf is generally a pos¬ 
sible solution, but one involving considerable 
labor in upkeep, for. If the declivity Is really 
sharp. It will be found almost impossible to 
cut the grass with a mowing machine. An¬ 
other very popular method Is to set sufficient 
stone In the bank to prevent the soil from, 
being washed down during heavy rains, and

There U a# ttdhbt that rock banks can’be 
extremely attractive, but observation shows 
that novices often fall Into cegaln fundamen¬ 
tal errors In construction which prevent their 
being so satisfactory as might be desired One 
of the commonest mistakes is that of falling 
to embed the stones properly. It Is somewhat 
disappointing to be told that one must bury 
the greater part of a fine sample of rock In 
the soil, 
advice. 

Deep setting Is essential for the security of 
the bank, and will also make a vast difference 
to its appearance and to the well-being of the 
plants growing in It. A few moments’ consid¬ 
eration will make the reason for this clear. 
If rocks are merely placed on the surface or 
burled an inch or so In the soil, there will be 
grave danger of their being undermined dur¬ 
ing heavy rainstorms. Moreover, stones set in 
this fashion never have a really natural and 
established appearance, as Is the case with 
rocks that are well embedded in the soil. 

How to Sink Rock 

A NOTHER point to be considered, and a 
most Important one. Is that If rock is 
correctly sunk into the soil, each stone being 
given a slight inward and downward slope, 
rath falling on the bank will tend to be 
trapped by the stones and deflected inwards 
to moisten the soil behind and encourage the 
growth of plants. This will make a vail dif¬ 
ference to the number of alpines that can be 
cultivated successfully Carelessly made, a 
bank will only be able Jo support the coarsest 
perennials and annuals that are capable of 
withstanding considerable drought, but, built 
on’ sound lines, it may well become a home 
for some of the choioest plants In the garden. 

A mistake often made by novices Is that of 
selecting the wrong type of stone. It Is not 
essential to employ such good rock for a bank 
jks for a proper rock garden, but It is a great 
mistake to go to the other extreme and use 
any material that can be had cheaply. Above 
all. clinkers and miscellaneous builders’ rubble 
are to be avoided. Not only are they most 
unsightly, but they also provide a harborage 
for slugs, woodlloe and a multitude of other 
garden pests. 

Pests are also likely to take advantage of 
any pockets or holes left in the soil around 
the stones. For this reason, it Is very neces¬ 
sary to pack these as tightly as possible. 

Limestone end sandstone are most suitable 
for the purpose, but any local rock can be 
turned to account, providing it can be ob¬ 
tained in reasonably large blocks and Is of s 
fairly porous nature. Very hard, unyielding 
rock Is lo be avoided 

How to Sot to Work 

I T is always advisable to commence building 
operations from the base of the bank and 
to use the largest stones there to provide a 
thoroughly secure foundation. 8o far ss pos¬ 
sible, the stones themselves' should be set in 
such a way as to form a series of large pock¬ 
ets, each of which will contain a group of 
from five to seven plants It Is not so essen¬ 
tial to secure a natural strata effect as when 
building a rock garden, but if something along 
these lines can be achieved, to much the bet¬ 
ter 

In no part of a soundly planned and well- 
built bank should there be a clear perpendic¬ 
ular run of soil for more than a foot or so, 
or it Is likely to be converted Into a miniature 
cataract during wet weather, with distressing 
results to soil and surrounding stones. TO 
avoid this, the various pockets or masses of 
stones should be arranged in an Irregular 
fashion, so that one dees not come immediate¬ 
ly below the other 

Very steep banks are almost always s nui¬ 


sance. however carefully they may be con¬ 
structed. Faf and away the beat plan is to 
treat a portion of the drop as a dry wall, and 
so reduce the angle of the remaining bank. 
If the wall Is at the bottom of the slope—and 
this is usually the most convenient plan to 
adopt—It must be constructed on fairly solid 
lines with s slight inward slope, and preferably 
a good buttress every few yards, as the out¬ 
ward pressure of soil may be considerable. In 
a general way, an angle of 45 degrees should 
be looked upon as the maximum convenient 
for a bank, though in a few exceptional cases 
■WR mtf br possible to exceed this a * 

out any ill effect. 


Detecting and Treating 
Troublesome Colds 
Among the Fowls 

C OLDS and kindred troubles are undoubt¬ 
edly among the most common causes of 
trouble in the average poultry flocks. A com¬ 
mon cold has as its close relations roup, 
chicken pox. infectious bronchitis and most 
ailments of the respiratory tract. From early 
Pall until late Spring, much damage may be 
prevolted if the poultryman Is continually on 
the alera for birds with colds. 

It Is not thought that colds are spread by 
means of a germ. Faulty conditions in the 
house such as drafts and dampness are the 
usual causes of an outbreak of colds. Birds 
that are In poor condition due to intestinal 
worms or to poor feeding are also more sus¬ 
ceptible to this trouble. 

If one notices hens that are sneezing slight¬ 
ly. it Is time to start looking for trouble. These 
slight sneeses are moat noticeable after the 
birds have gone to roost. Following this the 
sneezing becomes more apparent, and a watery 
discharge appears at the eyes and nostrils. 
This discharge becomes thicker ss the attack 
progresses, and may eventually block the nasal 
passages. The affected bird becomes more or 
less dull and Inactive, depending on the se¬ 
verity of the attgek. 

Remove the Cause 

T HE first step in the treatment of an out¬ 
break of colds Is to remove the cause. 
Dampness may be caused by poor ventilation 
of overcrowding. If the henhouse Is in a low 
location, water may seep In through or over 
the floor. Drafts may be due to poorly fit¬ 
ting doors and windows, cracks, long, shallow 
houses, etc. 

Remove the affected birds to dry, well-ven¬ 
tilated quarters, and give the whole flock a 
dose of Epsom salts. Three-quarters of a 
pound of salts per 100 birds Is sufficient. They 
may be given in the drinking water or In a 
wet mash. In most cases, these measures will 
be sufficient to break up a cold. 

If the affected birds have been neglected 
until the cold has reached an advanced stage, 
individual treatment may be necessary- In 
this esse, wash out each bird's nostrils and 
eyes with a dilute solution of boric acid or 
permanganate of potash. A teaspoonful of 
the permanganate In a pint of warm water 
Is sufficient. A medicine dropper is very use¬ 
ful for syringing out s bird's nostrils and the 
deft in the roof of her mouth. 

Signs of Other Troubles 

I P s flock is kept in such condition that colds 
cannot break out. there is not apt to be' 
much trouble with other diseases However, 
If one notices swellings below the eyes, offen¬ 
sive-smelling breath, exoeasivr coughing chok¬ 
ing. or scabs on the face, comb or wattles, it 
Is wise to ascertain the cause immediately. 
These are some of the symptoms of the more 
dangerous diseases of roup. Infectious bron¬ 
chitis and chicken pox If one cannot diag¬ 
nose the disease oneself, recourse must be 
made to some person experienced with poul¬ 
try. 


Plant Pathologist Finds 
New Chrysanthemum 
Disease on Island

A NEW disease of chrysanthemums has been 
discovered by R. J. Hastings that h^ 
hithertofore not been reported as occurring in 
British Columbia. In the local gardens wherd 
the disease was discovered the plants had a 
severe frost-bitftn appearance. The lower 
leaves were dead and the upper ones were 
stunted, bronzed and partly dead. A micro¬ 
scopic examination of the dead and dying 
leaves revealed millions of minute eels belong¬ 
ing. to the'nematode qperisv IrhelnnH—‘ 
Pragarlae. 

Immediately "after the discovery of, the 
r ehtnanthemum ^wmalade disease, a seaith 
was made of Victoria and local gardens, and 
we are sorry to report that the disease already 
is widespread. All growers of chrysanthemums 
are Mkely to suffer more or leu from this new 
disease. As far as we now know, the leaves 
only are attacked by these nematodes. They 
work up the outside of the stems in the water 
film clinging to the foliage, and cause bronz¬ 
ing In zoned areas of the leaves and finally 
death of part or the whole of the leaves they 
Invade. 

Is Easily Overlooked 

U NFORTUNATELY, the nematode disease 
of chrysanthemums esn easily be over¬ 
looked, for when the growth of chrysanthe¬ 
mums Is checked by hot, dry weather or by 
any other cause, the lower leaves die snd their 
appearance is not unlike that brought about 
by the nematode parasite. Experienced grow¬ 
ers of chrysanthemums whose plants have 
gone off under favorable growing conditions 
are well advised to dig up and burn the un¬ 
thrifty plants, roots snd all. | 

Although the chrysanthemum nematode Is 
a cousin of the destructive nematode parasite 
of narcissus, the species Is distinct and has 
not come from diseased narcissus plants. How¬ 
ever. the chrysanthemum species will attack 
strawberries, and we have experiments under 
way to discover whether this new nematode 
disease is a menace to the strawberry indus¬ 
try of Vancouver Island. 

The peat Is also capable of attacking green¬ 
house chrysa n t hem u m s, but already w« have 
found that if the greenhouse operator waters 
his soil without dampening the chrysanthe¬ 
mum foliage, the pest ts prevented from going 
up the stems^hence the leaf damage la off¬ 
set. In a local greenhouse we found the dis¬ 
ease on chrysanthemums, yet no significant 
damage was evident because the operator 
makes a practice of keeping his chrysanthe¬ 
mum foliage quite dry. 


Hollyhocks in Popular 
Favor ss Backgrounds 

H OLLYHOCKfl have grown Into popular 
favor in a surprising way In the last few 
years, because of their usefulness for back¬ 
grounds snd borders. The new double- 
flowered varieties are particularly good in stur¬ 
diness and color shadings. 

Newport pink Is splendid to plant in masses, 
where Its fresh green stalks rise in stately 
grace, covered with double flowers, often meas¬ 
uring seven Inches across. 

The garnet Is intensely double, and very 
good In Its rich red. resembling certain dah¬ 
lias. The plant Is not as tall as Newport pink. 

Variety sslmon ts one of the recent shades 
In hollyhocks that Is especially useful where 
color is needed In a dwarf plant. 

In mass plantings for color effect. Canary 
yellow hollyhocks can be used between New¬ 
port pink and garnet with good results. 

When your last hollyhocks have flourished 
their last bloom on the stalk, cut the plant 
back, leaving only three or four healthy leaves. 
This will often cause the plant to stool out at 
the bottom, forming plants several feet away 
that will furnish flowers the following yean.

Garden Week 
by Week

N urserymen and your friends win 
tell you what varieties of peonies tu 
plant, but the success of the venture 
lies with the planter in every case. 

Plant them as soon ss you can get them In 
the Autumn. If the roots do not get a hold 
on the soil before the Fall rains are over and 
the frost begins, you will hare no bloom next 
year. 

Choose a place In full sunlight. Peonies 
hate shade. Dig a deep hole, and when you 
think It is deep enough take out a few more 
apadefulls. Pill the hole with well-rotted com¬ 
post In which some old manure Is mixed. See, 
too, that the place is well drained. If there is 
'any doubt."dig the hole deeper still and drop 
in a few rocks and gravel before putting In 

.4*6 . plgiu undes an am 

or In any place where water will drip and sour 
Um soli. 

See that the plant will have room to spread. 
Do not wedge it in between shrubs. Set the 
plants at least two andohe-half feet apart. 
Do all this work and forget it, because it may 
be a year or even two years before they bloom. 
This plant hates disturbance. It is not a plant 
for Immediate effect, but It is worth waiting 
for and. therefore, plant the beet varieties you 
can lay your hands on. 

Cartful Planting 

I P you oaa drive out to the n u rs e rymans 
place, have the plants lifted with a great 
body of soil attached, drive ljptne and replant 
them as carefully aa If the roots were hens 
eggs and thin-shelled. You may get your re¬ 
ward next year. 

No garden la complete without a few ever¬ 
greens. but It la a fatal mistake to plant the 
wrong kinds. 

There are varieties In parka that are quite 
unsuitable for the average garden, but of those 
that will grow well care must be taken to 
choose between the two classes. A small gar¬ 
den will be graced and beautified by the 
planting of a few Douglas firs, but In a few 
years ,t$ey will simply take up all the room 
there Is snd wtuKave <6 be fedW. Th*Wf&t*. 
unlees thfre is plenty of room for such sub- 
ft develop, they ahpu^not be plants* Jn 
the small whrAen There are plenty of low- 
growing shrub evergreens to choose from. 
These will give all the satisfaction of the 
large-growing trees and will not have to be 
sacrificed in a few years' time. 

Arbor Vitae and the many junipers will 
give much satisfaction Blue spruces and yel¬ 
low cypresses can be obtained and will remain 
humble and beautiful. A little cutting out of 
the leading shoots that tend to rise In the 
world will keep these evergreens as low as 
required. 

Best Sizes 

jT has been proved conclusively that the best 
1 sized tree to plant la one that has attained 
a height of about three feet In the nursery 
row. There is no great advantage tn planting 
trees of a larger size, as the throe-foot tree 
will catch up the larger ones. 

In planting, pu^good aoU in the bottom of 
the hole for the roots to take hold of at once 
and water well, but put no manure in contact 
with the roots of newly-planted trees. 

There are a great many varieties of ber- 
berls. both deciduous and evergreen, some only 
a few Inches high, and others almost small 
trees. Many of them may be called general 
purpose, as they are good decorative material 
for nearly twelve months of the year. They 
flower In early Spring, their foliage takes on 
good color at the end of Summer, and many 
of them have beautiful berries In Winter. 

Berberis Thun berg la is a good one. either 
as a single specimen or as a hedge plant. It 
n*» nowrrs in wif opniif Ann Dn|ni Offnfi 
in the Winter 

Berberis Wilsonae is a compact-growing 
variety with purple fruit in the Pall and Win¬ 
ter. 

There are berberis with dark red foliage and 
aocne with sllvery-whlte leaves which are moat 
attractive. There are also some that are pros¬ 
trate and suitable for planting on banka or 
In the larger rock garden One in particular, 
called Coryl. haa the brightest of scarlet ber¬ 
ries In Winter and la a most attractive plant. 


The Addition of Straw to 
Greenhouse Soils for 
Improved Aeration

F RESH, clean straw placed vertically in 
trenches increases the productivity ol 
greenhouse soils, according to the iaceet report 
from the Cheahunt Experimental Station. 
J E. Basher, of this laboratory, believes that 
straw would improve many local greenhouse 
soils If added in accordance with the plan out* 
lined by the investigators in Oreat Britain. 

When trenching the soil, clean straw la in¬ 
serted in a vertical fashion to form continuous 
thin layers one foot apart from the surface to 
a depth of two feet. These straw layers in¬ 
duce better aeration and moisture distribution. 

It appears from Mr. Bashers greenhouse 
survey that the necessary sweetness is not 
preserved in the soils of many local houses, 
particularly those without benches wherein 
the soils are inclined to be heavy. The crea¬ 
tion of air routes one foot apart through straw 
to the subaotl will do much to prevent the 
sour condition that Is the aftermath of water¬ 
logging. 

The precaution of using only long clean 
straw free from weed seeds and of ascertain¬ 
ing whether the ordinary tile drains are open 
and In good working order are self evident to 
ail greenhouse operators. U the water from 
the biH^I escape, no amount of

LONDON <BUP>.-An Incrtut of 
17,154 tons ln the merchant ship¬ 
ping under construction ln Britain 
the end at September, as com¬ 
pared with three months earlier, Is 
reported ln the quarterly return 
Just issued by Lloyd's Register of 
Shipping Compared with a year 
ago. the present total of 604296 
tons shows an Increase of 90 per 
cent. 

Work Is still suspended on a 
number of steamers, of 50.069 tons 

Abroad, the shipping in hand 
totals 707,061 tons, or 79,000 tons 
more than at the end of June. This 
la the highest quarterly total re¬ 
corded since June. 1932. 

World tonnage under construc¬ 
tion now amounts to 1211297 tons, 
exclusive of Russia, for which no 
figures are available. Of this total 
49 per cent la being built In the 
United Kingdom and 94 per cent 
abroad. It la the highest world total 
since the end of 1931. 

Freeh tonnage laid down in this 
country ln the past three months 
amounted to 79211 tons, a decrease 
of nearly 70200 tons on the ship¬ 
ping begun ln the preceding quar¬ 
ter.

Motor Engineer Makes Gen¬ 
erous Bequest Which Will 
Endow Fellowships 

LONDON (BUP)-By provfaona 
ln the will of Sir Henry Royce, 
famous motor engineer, who died ln 
April. 1933, two unknown British 
research workers are offered the 
opportunity of finding a cure for 
the common cold, and thus solving 
for humanity a problem which up 
to now has defeated medical sci¬ 
ence.
